This Way Is the Light 


Shortly after the New Year an en- 
velope came to our desk. It was from 
Winder, Ga., and Mrs. R. B. Russell, wid- 
ow of the late Chief Justice and mother 
of the “Russell boys” who have attained 
success in many fields and all of whom 
have been a source of joy and satisfaction 
to her. Inside the envelope was the bulle- 
tin of the Trinity Presbyterian Church at 
Montgomery, Ala., with a message from 
thé pastor, Henry Edward Russell. At 
the bottom of it Mrs. Russell had penned 
simply, “My 13th child.” Somehow we 
had the feeling she was prouder of this 
son than all the others, and they include 
a U. S. Senator and a Federal Judge. 
While she did not request it and does not 
expect it, we want to reproduce the mes- 
sage by her “child.” Titled, “Midway the 
20th Century,” it said: 


“1950 A. D. appears to have unusual 
significance in the history of the human 
race. We are too close for a proper per- 
spective, but we sense the pulsing po- 
tentials of the present period of time, It 
is probable that no era has called upon 
the people of it to learn so much, and do 
so much, and be so much in such a short 
period of time. It is as though the actors 
have been multiplied and the size of the 
stage drastically diminished. The physi- 
cal dimensions of the earth are not the 
same today as a century ago. Atomic pow- 
er, jet motors, television, guided missiles,

Is ‘Santa Claus’ Overdone? 


WASHINGTON—The late Al Smith left behind him a wisecrack that was appropriated by Repub- 
li¢ans and which, all in all, probably has not been too good for the party. This was innocent on his 
part, though he was plenty bother to Republicans in his active political career—and purposely. He 
was a Democrat. For those who have come to a knowledge of politics since his time, Alfred E. Smith 
was four times Governor of New York and ran for the Presidency on the Democratic ticket in 1928, 


being defeated by Herbert Hoover. He was a colorful figure. 


He had hand-picked Franklin D. Roosevelt 
as his successor as Governor, but later the two 
became estranged and were rivals for the 1932 
Democratic presidential nomination, which Mr. 
Roosevelt won. Al Smith looked with a very 
cold eye on the Roosevelt New Deal, especially 
its big spending programs and once, in com- 
menting on the Democratic election successes un- 
der Mr. Roosevelt, said: | 

“Nobody ever shoots Santa Claus.” 

It was a good crack and got wide circulation, 
along with some other of Al Smith’s phrases in 
- those years, including his “bolony dollar” re- 

mark about devaluation of the dollar early in the 
Roosevelt regime. 


Republicans avidly picked it up in their 
attacks on the New Deal and broadened it 
later to accuse the Democrats of “buying 

with their various New Deal reforms 
tailed Federal spending. This sort of 
is still used.

The current session of the Georgia State Legislature faces many important questions 
as well as the necessity of standing for re-election this Summer. | 


_Education is of paramount importance. The Legislature has first-hand knowledge of 
this need. We must do everything possible for our children. After all, they will soon be 


old enough to vote. 


Taxes are another important matter. The power toa tax is the power to insure cam- 
paign contrtbutions. Everyone recognizes that tax revision is long overdue. We cannot 
put it off much beyond the date of the next election. | 


The Highway Department is another vital phase of State government which is in need 
of overhauling. Because of lack of planning and co-ordination, it has wasted too much 
money in the past, particularly in nonelection years. I will sponsor and support any high- 
way program which takes the operation of the Highway Department out of the hands of 
the politicians while the other faction is in power. 


_ Much has been said on both sides of the voter re-registration bill. The present Admin-- 
istration has seen the merit of both arguments on several different occasions.

Dont Blame Dairymen 


Editor Constitution: On reading Jack Tarver’s 
column about the Milk Control Board, I would 
like to let you know that the dairymen don’t 
like it either. When there is a cut or raise it 
does not help the dairymen; it hurts them and 
the consumer. But it does help the distributor 
and his labor. When prices are to be cut they 
don’t get a cut but the poor dairyman does. 

Please study the figures: I get 52 cents a gal- 
lon. They get 88 cents. That.is for 4 percent 
milk an dall above that they get about $1.50 a 
gallon. I have 26 cows. I ship four cans of 
milk and all above that they get about $1,50 a 
can to ship, and we have to pay milk tax for 
the upkeep of Milk Control Board. 

My check was $495.75 after they got their 
share at the milk plant last month, and my feed 
bill for the same month was $327.30. Please tell 
me if the poor dairymen are as bad as Mr. Tarver 
wrote in his column? 

I don’t think so. 

I have been dairying for one year and I have 
not got a living out of it yet. I have five in 
my family to live off my check and we could 
not do it, so my wife went to work in the cotton 


mill in Hogansville.

AFTER A SERIES of conferences with Chair- 
man Harley Belt, of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, Representative James C. Davis, of 
the Atlanta District, is optimistic over prospects 
for obtaining a ,000,000 RFC loan for the 
development of the Stone Mountain Park project 
as a great t attraction for Georgia. Already 
an applica for the loan has been filed with 
the Federal lending agency by the State Park 
Authority, headed by Scott Candler, of Decatur. 


Rep. Davis is arranging for Mr. Candler and 
other members of the State Park Board to come 
to Washington at an early date for a further 
conference with RFC officials. The loan would 
be self-liquidating in chgracter, enabling the 
State to improve and beautify the area embraced 
in the Park and complete the ambitious sculptur- 
ing project on the face of Stone Mountain orig- 
inally undertaken by the late Gutzon Borglum, 
noted sculptor. 

“If we can get the money from thé RFC,” 
said Mr. Davis, “we will be able to develop for 
Georgia one of the most unique and attractive 
parks of the kind in America, Estimates are 
that it would draw hundreds of thousands of 
visitors to Georgia every year. I have sought 
to impress on Chairman Hise, of the RFC, how 
the project ‘would be self-liquidating by charging 
a nominal admission fee to the Park. Officials 
of the agency appear to be favorable.” 


ONE OF the major tasks set for himself by 
Rep. Davis at fhe current session is to get ample 
appropriations for furthering the work on the 
great Buford Dam on the Chattahoochee River 
above Atlanta. While pleased that the budget 
recommended $1,000,000 for work on the dam 
in the next fiscal year, he will seek to have the 
fund boosted to $5,000,000. Congress at the last 
session gave $750,000 for starting construction 
on the project, which will be a major source of 
new water supply for the City of Atlanta. 

“The important thing about the project,” 
Judge Davis sai is that it is now under way. 
From here out it is'merely a matter of how fast 
Congress will proceed in approving appropria- 
tions for the dam’s completion. I intend to press 
for as liberal a portion of the funds as we can 
get.” 


AS A HIGH-RANKING member of the all- 
powerful House Ways and Méans Committee, the 
main preoccupation of Representative Sydney 
Camp, of Newnan, this session will be the subject 
of taxes. It is in this Committee that all tax 
legislation originates. 

Camp has some constructive ideas on tax

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For one thing, he believes that a top 
of no more than 50 percent should 
on the surtax rates applicable te any per- 
sonal income taxpayer.

“By reducing the rates to a 50 percent limit,” 
said Camp, “we would provide more of an incen- 
tive for capital to go into needed investments. 

-Staff experts of the Committee who have made 
studies of the situation believe we would collect 
more revenue in the long run from a policy 
of the kind. I may prepare a bill on the subject 
before our Committee starts considering the 
matter.” 


For another thing, Camp is in favor of. dis- 
continuing the wartime excise taxes now apply- 
ing to transportation, toilet articles, luggage, 
ladies’ handbags, telephone and telegraph mes- 
sages and the like. Most of these levies were 
imposed as a wartime emergency when it was 
nec to tax everything to raise money. If 
the emergency is not over now, he wants. to 
know when it will be. He believes Business 


- ‘would be greatly stimulated by wiping out these 


so-called nuisance taxes. 


' §till another tax problem Camp is working. on 
is the loophole in the present law which enables 
many iarge charitable trusts to escape taxes 
ordinarily imposed on business concerns. He 
estimates that hundreds of millions of dollars are 
lost by the Treasury each year through this 
method. The Committee, he said, will go into 
the subject thoroughly when it considers tax 
revision. He is determined that all competitive 
business shall be placed on the same tax basis 
without benefit of the charitable trust structures 
now existing. 

The Newnan member is a staunch advocate of 
balancing the Federal budget by reducing appro- 
priations rather than increasing taxes. He will 
work to this end as an influential member of 
the tax-making committee of the House. 


NO ONE KNOWS what it is about yet, 
but former Governor Ellis Arnall, of Georgia, 
has put in a reqfiest for a White House ap- 
pointment this week. He is expected to ar- 
rive in Washington Monday or Tuesday from 
California, where he has been in conference 
with officials of the Independent Movie Pro- 
ducers, one of his present connections. 
Arnall remains on friendly terms with the 
President and usually has easy access to the 
White House whenever he is in Washington. 


SINCE RETURNING to Washington for the 
opening of the session, Representative Steve 
Pace, of Americus, has been besieged on all sides 
by members of the House not to go through with 
his announced plans for retiring from Congress 
at the end of his present term. One of the most 
popular members of the House, as well as one of 
its best informed on farm problems, Democrats 
and Republicans alike have sought to make him 


change his mind about retiring. They are insist- 


ing that his continued presence ‘is needed in 
working out the NEA farm legislation which will 
come along with the years. A high-ranking mem- 
ber of the House Agricultural Committee, Pace 
has long been recognized as one of the leading 
experts on agriculture. His friends are out to 


persuade him to carry on, if they can.

_ READER'S PROBLEM 
New Ways To Prepare Liver :

_ Frequently a reader’s problem has so much common 


interest that we believe it helpful to devote a column to 


the answer. 

Such is the case today when a 
Covington homemaker writes: “I 
am supposed to eat lots of liver. 
It is fine for an occasional meal 
but not several times a week 
without knowing new ways to 
cook it. Please give me some 
suggestions for preparing it.” 

' SERVE LIVER OFTEN 

Liver, whether calf, beef, 
pork or lamb, is our best source 
of antianemic iron. It is especial- 
ly rich in vitamin A, iron, cop- 
per and B vitamins. For this 
reason liver should be served 
at least once a week in every 
home. If your family thinks 
they do not like it perhaps some 
of these recipes are worth try- 


ing. 
LIVER PATTIES 
7 pound liver 
1 peeled medium onion 
y, oe salt 
"Put liver and onion through 
food chopper, using medium 
blade. Combine with salt. Heat 
fat in skillet, then drop liver 
mixture into it, in patties about 
three inches in diameter. Saute 
over medium heat until brown 
on both sides and thoroughly 
cooked. Makes 10 patties. 
CREOLE LIVER

Hats now being shown for Spring and Summer are 
rife with current events, past history and various political 


as well as cultural aspects. 


Hot news tips cabled from 


London and Paris and juicy tidbits from gossip columns 
today will appear in ingenuously interpretive arrangements 


on feminine heads tomorrow. 


Holy Year Hats 


The Holy Year in Rome has 
flushed out a covey of Italian 
Renaissance hats at Sally Vic- 
tor’s ‘and the current revival of 
Samson and Delilah has it with 
the same happy fate at John 
Frederics. 

Brief flashbacks to the 
1920s brought out a pleasant 
version of the cloche and still 
further back into the archives 
of headgear, the Gibson Girl 
sailor was rediscovered. Comic 
strips and chorus lines have 
been rifled for inspiration. So 
have men’s hat departments 
and art galleries. 

Despite this cross-current of 
creative material, Spring and 
Summer hats are interesting 
and, believe it or not, both 
wearable and flattering. 

The latter is due in a great 
part to the various trimmings 
used, the former to good man- 
ipulation and shaping. Fruits 
and flowers nestle’ snugly 
around crowns, are strewn lav- 
ishly over both brim and 
crown and rest in huge clumps 
low over one ear or higher up 
to one side of the crown. Birds, 
bees and butterflies flutter, in- 
souciantly, over the given area 
of a hat, or perch precariously 
at ph furthermost tilt of a brim 
or the highest point of a crown. 

Even vegetables figure in 
the hat scene, giving te a 
group of John “Frederic’s 
small verdant green sheer 
mesh hats, caught with myr- 
iad forget-me-nots, valley Ilil- 
ies, March roses, etc., a dis- 
tinct pastoral aspect. 


Shapés Vary 


Shapes range from caps to 
calots to cartwheels for basic 
outlines. Bonnets are big items 
from all the collections, from 
Frederics’ tiny rounded-oval 
crest with bustle backs, into 
which he tucks lace _ ruffles, 
flowers or velvet bows from 
the can-can era, to Victor’s Bel- 
lini Bonnets, a series of coif- 
like affairs done in fine straws, 
balibuntl with velvet or fabric, 
gingham with satin, or one in 
particular which is a combina- 
tion of black velvet baby ribbon 
with pearls. 

Other shapes that have evolved 
from the basic outlines are al- 
most too numerous to mention, 
but at least a few of the more 
prophetic ones deserve early rec- 
ognition. The empire crown, tall 
and squared, the peaked fools- 
cap or elfscap, and the forward- 
jutting jockey brim with a shal- 
low crown and smooth, cupped- 
in back. 

' The trend is forward in hats, 

definitely, worn straight on the 
head or slightly back with a 
fresh rash of face veils to hold 
them on. 


Veils Come In 


Speaking of veils from the 
current collections, it is to go on 
speaking indefinitely. They are 
varied, various and in a vast 
variety of types, shapes and tex- 
ture. 

John still prefers tight face 
veils on both large and small 
hats, but this Spring is doing 
them in fine, sheerer materials 
and in paler shades, mostly 
white and beige. 

Sally Victor has introduced 


her “kiss veil,” a softly shirred 
arrangement that slips over the 
hat, ties under the chin, but 
leaves an open space in the cen- 
ter for the encouragement of ro- 
mance during 1950. 

Lilly Dache and John-Fred- 
erics both use veilings as en- 
tire hats, anchoring them on the 
head with various brief but. en- 
ticing devices, such as lattice 
designs of velvet ribbons, sheer 
contrasting straws, small ‘tiaras 
of jewels or merely a flower. 

Frederics also does a cage veil 
hat falls from the inside of the 
hat around the entire head and 
dips hats of sheer pale or dark 
horsehair or blonde coarse- 
mesh straw well over the face 
for a mysterious veiled look.
